Im short, 
under this bill it was neces- 
sary for any person atcused 
of Communism to prove his 
innocence, not the . Court 
to prove his guilt. The 
many opponents of this bill 
—and their numbers ranged 
far beyond the Labour 
Party Opposition at tho time 
—saw potential dangors in 
this measure which could 
give almost. dictatorial 
powers to any Prime, Minis- 
ter, quite apart from tho 
fact that it was an im- 
portant and dangerous de- 
parture from the procedures 
of British justice. 


WHiLe no one can doubt the 

sincerity of Mr Menzics 
and the 
Party coalition in 
mensures they have adopted 
against Communism, the 
violent denunciations the 
Party used against Com- 
munist activities revealed 
n mild hysteria = and 
regrettable recklessness in 
ita thinking on this particu- 
lor subject.

He became leader of the 
Rumanian Workers’ ‘Porty (as 
the Communist Party was known 
before it was banned by the 
Rumanian Prime Ministor,. 
Marshal Averescu) after ita 
founder, M. Christian George- 
vitch Rakovsky, went to Russia 
to play an Important part in 
the Soviet politics, 

Patragcunu ied the Party 
underground until he was able 
to come tnto the open in 1944 
to become Minister of Justice in 
the first Rumanian Coalition 
Cabinet after the country broke 
with the axis powers. He headed 
the Rumanian peace delegation 
to Moscow in September 1944. 

He was . reported to havo 
been purged and 
May 1948 and was at the same 
time expelled from the, Cen’ 
Committee of 
Communist Party, since then he 
has been in prison —Reuter.

Nehru's Message 
To Indians 


Gaya, Bihar State, 
Apr. 18. 
The Indian Prime Minis- 
ter, Mr Nehru, ‘suid today 
only non-violence could 
solve the problems facing 
the world today. 


In a world which was passing 
through a very critical phase, 
the great powers were poscd 
against one another armed with 
the most destructive weapons 
of-all ages. One wrong step 
here or there might be terrible, 
he said. 


Mr Nehru asked what should 
India do in the present situa- 
tlon. To increase her arms and 
to make herself strong was out 
of the question. 


Mahatma Gandhi had taught 
his people that strength lay in 
the practice of Ahimsa (non- 
violence). There was no doubt 
the vast majority of the Indian 
people had faith in the cult of 
non-violence. 


Whatever the world situation, 
India and her people must rt- 
main cool and united, he added.

Fingerprints 


Scotland Yard’s methods 
of classifying fingerprints 
and palm prints are de- 
tailed for the first time in 
a new book published in 
London last week, 

It is written by former Chicf 
Supt. Frederick Cherrill, who 
was in charge of the Yard's 
fingerprint bureau until his re- 
cent retirement § 

The book, called “The Finger- 
print System at Scotland Yard." 
is a text book based on Mr 
Cherrill's, 33, years’ experience 
of dactyloscopy, . of. .!dabs" as 
fingerprints are known to police 


and criminals, While essentially 
a manual for pollce officers, Jt 
hos fascinating veadjng for the 
layman, : 
There are now 1% milhon 
fingerprints in the Yard's col- 
lection. The system of classifica- 
tion is such that within a few 
minutes of being given a copy 
of the ilngerprint the bureau 
con say whether or not it is in 


ts files. 

The classification breaks down 
into three parts, main, single 
and scenes of crime, ‘The 
whole collection ts further 
split up with the urc of 
symbols, letters and figures into 
3,487 sections. 

Since the system was invented 
in 1900 by Mr (later Sir) Edward 
Henry, one time .Metropolitan 
police —commisstoner, nearly 
one million identifications have 
been made by the Yard. The 
growth of the system of Identi- 
fying prints at scenes of crime 
1s shown by the comparison of 
five such identifications ia 1922 
with 1,776 last year. 

UNIDENTIFIED PRINTS 
The scenes -of ctime syb- 

collection consists of only un< 
identified prints, These ora 
available for comparison with 
prints fodnd’ at other crimes or 
for checking with persons 
arrested later, 

Among warnings in the book 
to investigators are theee: 

Don't wear gloves when 
searching for prints. Not only 
-are you likely to fumblo and 
drop articles, but there . is 
more, chance of obliterating 
prints. Rhee 

Avoid using a handkerchiéf 
or cloth when. picking up 
articles _ as this may also 
damage prints. 

Don't Senore a set of blurred 
prints because thzy, may 
indicate, which hand was used

Measuring Noise 


Although it may be perfectly 
cleur ta a listencr that one noise 
iy louder than onother, a nolso 
is a diMecult thing to assess, 
sclentifically. e 

Nolse is actualy measured by 
meters Usat record sound pres- 
sure levels, A basic reference 
level of pressure is taken and 
pressure levis sboye ‘this are 
quoted In ‘decibels.’ 

Tv compare different sounds, 
it fy usual to make an analyals 
ever the range of frequencies 
pudible to the human ear, taking 
readings of pressure in decibels 
at cach octave, 

Actual loudness Js measured in 
units called ‘phons,’ which relate 
nolse intensity with the 
sensitivity of the human ear tu 
different frequencies. 

A sound quoted in phons Is, 
therefore, a, cross-section of noise 
intensity—-but a more precise 
definition of the same sound In 
decibels would involve giving 4 
whole series of decibel readings 
at different frequencies. 

There are two muln sources 
of nolse in a jet, one Is that at 
the intuke—a high-pitched whine 
or whistle, varying with the 
speed at which the compressor 
is run, and its size—and the 
nolse from the jet pipe. 

This Jet outlet nolse—a low 
roaring resonance—is caused by 
the turbulent gases inside the jet 
pipe and in particular by the 
shock waves formed by the 
narrow stream’ of very  fast~ 
flowing gases as they come in 
contact with the surrounding alr 
behind the aircraft. 

The greatest noise intensity ts 
usually found in a zone between 
45 dogrees and 60 degrees to the 
axis of the jet pipe. The in-| 
tensity varies, of course, with 
the speed of the engine. 

Generally speaking, the higher 
the revs at which.the engine is 
running, the greater the volume 
of sound in the higher firc-
